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JTo make ufk the triaingwlar bjodyJ^DE, as m%\icptg, artncxt. And 
thus I think I fee the groffer parts of Fat, not perfectly 
round. And if any of the Curious defire to fee the Globuls, of 
which the greateil parts of Fat are made up, they may ^be 
pleafed to take care, that there be taken a piece of the courfeft 
Fat, and that with the hand it be broken afunder ; v/hich way 
being obfei v'd, there will then (yet not always) fome finall par- 
ticles of fat, in the midll of the fat, be fever'd, which being 
dextroufly applied to the pin of the Microfcope, you v/ill be 
able to fee its form : For if you break off a piece ot fat with 
a pin, you will tear the Globuls. 

10. 1 have lately obferv'd, that each buble or globul of Fat 
conlifts of more than a thoufand fmall Globuis. Yet I am apt to 
believe, that thofe that havenot feenthe Globuls in Blood, Hair, 
Bone, &c. wdl notfatisfie themlelves aboutfeeing theGlobulsia 
the GSobuls oj- Fat, becaufe of their extraordinary minutenefs.

I was thinking, becaufe thofe Tears had 
run down the Cheeks, whether all thefe particles might not be 
fcaiiogs off of the Cuticle, For I prefume, if the Tears of a 
grown perfoHj and fuch as are caufed from much grief, and are 
ihed copioufly, were well viewed, there would in all appear- 
ance be much more feen in them.

^ O me years fmce, there caraeto Dr. D. a young Woman of a- 

^ bout ij years of age, unmarried and reputed a Maid, of a 

florid countenance, and ftrong body, having a good ftomach, 

periodice menjiruatat and wanting none of other due evacuati- 
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ons ; not troubled with head-ach nor fleeplnefs, nor difficulty 

of breathing, nor drought, nor any of the fymptoms incident to 
Hydropical perfons. This young woman having lier belly 
iwoUcn to excels in three inonth.s time, was much fiifpedled by 
the Phyfitian whom fhe addrelied herfelf to, as if ihe had been 
deflowered; which yet with many imprecations flie denied, 
thf)Ui-h in vain : the Phyfitian disbelieving her alieverations, and 
particularly tliat fhe had her periodical lochia, becaufe flae look- 
ed fo well, nor had any figns of an hydropical Diflemper upon 
her, except the tumor of her belly, which being felt, afforded 
feme connderable figns to difpoffefs the Phyiitian of the o- 
piaion he had of this perfon ; feeing it was not a prominent nor 
round] fh tumor, nor any fuch as is ufual in women with chdd ; 
befides that, fhe made not fuch a coloured and craile Urine as 
Childbearing women are wont to do : Yet there appearing no 
fymptoms of a Dropfy, no complaints of the ftomack, liver, 
fpleen, kidneys, no fwelling of the loins or inferior limbs, no 
leannefs in the body or fuperior parts, no flaccid nor difco- 
lour'd breaft s, but all being thus far in a good conftitution ; the 
Phyfitian fent her away without giving or prefcribing her any 
Phyfick, putting her in mind of that faying. That the whole need 
710 Phyjitian, hut thejick. Yet fhe return'd fcon after, importu- 
ning him to give her his advice againft the Droply. Hecon- 
fultmg with other Phyfitians about it, found them as well di- 
ilraded between both as he was himfelf. Yet fome of them, in- 
clining rather to the opinion of a Dropfy, with appropriate 
Medicines made her void abundance of water, yet without un- 
fwelling her belly. Whereupon fhe addreffed herfelf to Mounte- 
banks, who voided her purfe without' voiding her belly of the 
water. This made her give over for a while the ufe of all Re- 
medies, committing the whole bufmefs to Nature, and fo conti- 
nuing for fix months. But then hearing of another Hydropical 
woman that had been cured by her firft Phyfitian, fhe return'd 
to him, with tears in her eyes, befeeching his affiftance. He now 
finding her body dryed and bloodlefs, her breath fhort, her 
temples fallen in, her nofe fharp, her eyes hollow, her skin wan 
and ill-favour' d, her pulfe creeping, her appetite proftrate, her 
tongue dry, her voice weak, her evacuations fparing, and all 
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her ftrength dejefted, in a word, liker a Scekton than a living 

Body ; he calls together divers of his Collc;ii;;r.cR, to view this 
irjlcrablc Creature, v,ho being now furticicniiy convinced of 
the n-.'turc of this Oiftempcr} did, though the cue was tiow de- 
fpernte, retblve upon the ule oi ■xparacentc/is o\- incilion ; v/hich 
the Patient ahhorrinp;, <he v/as left to herfclf, and dyed three 
months after, iier body being open'd, there foon appear'd a 
gr<. \t lake of water; whence at iirll it fccm'd to be a common 
AjciteSi a tumour of waters ftagnating in the abdomen. Then the 
Liver being look'd after, it was no where i^^'^w. Next the other 
Wyi;77/ be: ig fought for, ^72;. the Mefcntcry, Pancreas, Spleen, 
and l<.idnc;s, none of them all appear'd neither, to the alionifh- 
mcnr of ail th.u were preient, who fearching further, and meet- 
injr with i\\<:,Feritcnceiim, found it to be turned into a ba^i:, by 
a lcperci'io:i made ol its interior membrane from its cxtonor, 
and u. enc'ofing witliin it the whole bulk of that rfl gnint 
water, th it not a drop of it hid been able to get out into the 
ahdom:n. This colted no fmaii trouble to render it confpi- 
cuous, :iy emptying tins lack of all the Serura, and fodifcove- 
ring both fides of the bagg, made up of the double periionce- 
um, whofc inner skin had been fever'd from the OL;:er, flicking 
to the traiuverfe Mufcles of the Epigajiium, the hydropical 
waters having forced the iaaer membrane inwards into the hol- 
low ot the abdomen, and fo forming it into the fhape of a bagg, 
wbofe compafs reached from the pubes unto the diaphragme, 
and from the left region of the loyus to the right ; fo that the 
nervous body oi 'Ca^ -eritonceum, being here very thick and clofe 
withal, was by little and little expanded, as the capacity of the 
womb in gravidation is ftill more and more enlarged. Where it 
feems worth inquiring; Whence this /'m^a;Z(^«;^ had acquired 
this extra >'-dinarythicknefs, being thicker and clofer than any 
Oxe-hide, whereas naturaily'tisasthinas anyfilkenwebb? But 
to proceed : This bagg of the peritonceum being remov'd, the 
'ui'cera came to view, which were not gravelly, nor tartareous, 
jior chalky, (as they often are in Hydropical bodies,) but only 
decayed and colouiiefs : Which decay by the timely ufe of aa 
Incifion might have been prevented. 
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
